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SELECT BOARD’S REPORT 


For your Select Board, the past 12 months have been both challenging and 
filled with opportunity. But no matter the situation, responsibility, or dif- 
ficulty, each member of the Board is committed to working with the resi- 
dents of Dorchester to make our Town the very best community it can be. 
In the March 2016 Town Election, Larry Walker Jr. was elected to a three- 
year term on the Board, joining Maria Weick and Steve Bjerklie to comprise 
the three-member Board. After six years of dedicated service to Dorches- 
ter, Sherman Hallock, who had been Chairman, left the Board. 


In April, the Board voted to establish a Bridge Feasibility Committee to 
explore the eventual construction of a new bridge on Province Road to 
replace the bridge destroyed during a storm in 2005. A new bridge would 
connect Province Road to the Town of Groton once again, and thus would 
provide Dorchester with a much-needed access on the east side of town. 
Bob Green was elected Chairman of the Bridge Feasibility Committee, and 
John Franz was elected Vice Chairman. To date the Committee has met to 
discuss bridge design, financing, and state regulations, and this year the 
Committee will oversee hydraulic studies that are the first step in develop- 
ing a formal bridge plan. 


In May, Maria Weick resigned as Chairman of the Select Board, and about 
the same time the position of Administrative Assistant to the Board be- 
came vacant. Steve Bjerklie became Acting Chairman and Larry Walker Jr. 
became Acting Vice Chairman of the Board. 


In late July, the Board made the difficult decision to replace Dorchester's 
Road Agent. In September, a Road Agent Hiring Committee was formed. 
This Committee, chaired by Monica Cox and with Brian Sousa, Larry 
Walker Sr., and Larry Walker Jr. as members, developed a comprehen- 
sive job description and set of performance standards, and then placed 
ads recruiting candidates for the Road Agent position. In the meantime, 
Dorchester’s roads were very excellently maintained by former Road Agent 
Larry Walker Sr. with the assistance of Ernie Marsh and Paul Smith. These 
gentlemen also made a full inventory of Highway Department vehicles, 
equipment, and tools, and, with the Select Board’s guidance and oversight, 
repairing Department equipment and vehicles. 


In August, Aneliese (Ana) Tyrie was hired as Administrative Assistant to 
the Board. A Dorchester resident, Ana has a great deal of customer-service

experience, and she has been enthusiastic about learning the myriad de- 
tails of working within the functions and legal responsibilities of a Town in 
New Hampshire. This is no small task, and the Board is grateful to Ana for 
the many hours she puts in to the job. 


In September, Michael Woodard was appointed to fill Maria Weick’s re- 
maining term, until Town Meeting in March 2017. Now restored to full 
three-person membership, the Select Board named Larry Walker Jr. as 
Vice Chairman, and he also became the Board's liaison with the Highway 
Department. Selectman Michael Woodard became the Board's liaison with 
the Town Office, Town Hall, and Fire and Emergency Management off- 
cials. Steve Bjerklie, named Chairman, is the Board's liaison with the Town 
Attorney and the states Department of Revenue Administration; he also 
oversees development of the Board's biweekly meeting agenda. 


In December, the Select Board announced that local resident Evan Hack- 
er was hired as Dorchester's new Road Agent. Evan came to the job with 
several years of highway experience in Rumney as well as with the state's 
Department of Transportation. He is also a member of Rumney’s volun- 
teer fire department. Evan started on his new Dorchester job the day after 
Christmas, working with Paul Smith and Larry Walker Sr. to learn all the 
routes and nuances of Dorchester's 27 miles of roads as well as gaining fa- 
miliarity with the Highway Department's vehicles and equipment. 


At the close of fiscal 2016, on Dec. 31, Dorchester’s expenditures came in 
slightly under budget, which is a real testament to the careful work and 
management of all of our Towns officials and employees. The members of 
the Select Board are enormously grateful for the commitment and dedica- 
tion these officials and employees give to the Town. Their hard work gives 
us a Town we can all be proud of. 


The Board’s gratitude extends, of course, to each and every resident of 
Dorchester. Through the past year’s challenges and difficulties, the Board 
has been supported, counseled, and enlightened by many, many residents 
who share the Board’s commitment to the betterment of our beautiful 
Town. Thank you, one and all. It is a privilege to work together with you.

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CEMETERY COMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORT, 2016 


This has been a busy year for the Dorchester Cemetery Committee. First, 
we would like to lour” acknowledge the contributions of Cris Green, who 
resigned from the Committee this past spring due to other commitments. 
We are grateful for the time she spent serving with us, and wish her the best 
in her new endeavors. 


Since May, the Cemetery Committee has thus operated with two members: 
Chair Beth Weick and Secretary Shawn Russell. We encourage anyone in- 
terested in joining the committee to contact us. The law now allows all 
N.H. Cemetery Committees to appoint alternate members, and we would 
welcome fellow residents interested in participating. 


The Committee would also like to extend our sincere thanks to Martha 
Walker, long-time groundskeeper and maintainer of historical cemetery 
knowledge. The Committee has reinstated Martha as the Town Sexton, and 
has benefited greatly from her knowledge and care of Town cemeteries. 


Over the course of the late summer and throughout the fall, your Dorches- 
ter Cemetery Committee worked to mark out the remaining lots in the 
Route 118/Dorchester Cemetery, volunteering our time over the course of 
three work days. As the Dorchester Cemetery has been filled in a haphaz- 
ard manner, without attention to precise layout, we decided that we needed 
to make measurements, find lost corner markers, and put in lot boundaries 
so that future use could be managed with fewer questions and greater cer- 
tainty. Having completed this task, we also redrew the existing cemetery 
map, producing a map that matches what's on the ground. We are happy to 
report that Dorchester has, at the time of this writing, the following plots 
remaining in the Route 118/Dorchester Cemetery: (13) 10°x20’plots, (5) 
10°x15’ plots, (2) 10’x10’ plots, (3) cremation-only plots, and (3) spaces for 
indigent burials. This puts the Town in a much more optimistic position 
as to the longevity of the Dorchester Cemetery as an active cemetery, and 
allows us to proceed more slowly and deliberately with the development of 
the Bloomfield Cemetery. 


The Cemetery Committee updated our Rules & Regulations in November 
2016. These amended Rules & Regulations reflect changes in state law and 
new recommendations by the N.H. Attorney General's office, as well as 
grammatical corrections. They are available on the Town website and by 
request at the Town Office.

The Cemetery Committee is continuing to address the resolution of deed 
& survey questions surrounding Cheever Cemetery. The chain of title to 
this cemetery is incomplete; the surveyor heading this project has recom- 
mended a legal opinion. We will be consulting with the Dorchester Select 
Board as to how to proceed on this issue. 


We are also finalizing the paperwork for the donation of land for a new 
cemetery by the estate of Roger Bloomfield, accepted by the Town at the 
2015 Town Meeting. Once the final title report and deed are approved by 
both the town’s lawyer and the donor's attorney, the land will officially be 
held by the Town.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT, 2016 


Early in 2016, the Dorchester Planning Board set out the following goals 
for itself: address a new state law requiring municipalities to allow one 
accessory dwelling unit (ADU) per property; make progress towards an 
updated Master Plan document; find additional alternate members to the 
Board; and increase communication with the public. Through the course 
of the year, the Board has made strides on each of these points, among 
other tasks. 


Leading up to Town Meeting in March 2016, the Planning Board held a 
public hearing on proposed amendments to the Land Use Regulations that 
would make our requirements for setbacks from bodies of water consistent 
with state standards. These were placed on the ballot, and passed by a sim- 
ple majority. 


The Planning Board’s focus for much of 2016 was on addressing the im- 
plications of SB146, which required municipalities to allow one ADU per 
property, effective June 2017. The Board spent multiple meetings reading 
documents explaining aspects of the law, and discussing the pros, cons, im- 
plications, and challenges of this new requirement. To better inform our- 
selves, two members of the Board attended a seminar specifically address- 
ing SB146. In the fall, the Planning Board mailed a letter to all residents 
explaining the basics of the new state law and inviting residents to attend 
the November public hearing. At this public hearing on November 9, the 
Board presented the requirements of the law and heard feedback from at- 
tendees. lt was a productive and thorough discussion between Board mem- 
bers and members of the public. The consensus reached at the conclusion 
of this public hearing directly provided the rationale for the 2017 amend- 
ment to the Land Use Regulations put forth by the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board also put forth a second warrant article for the 2017 
Town Meeting, one that supports the installation of renewable energy sys- 
tems. This has already been adopted by 104 towns and cities in New Hamp- 
shire. 


The Planning Board succeeded in drafting a new Master Plan over the 
course of 2016, and is currently engaged in the revision process. 


To streamline the sharing of documents, the Planning Board created a 
Google Drive folder to be accessed by all members. Having received in- 
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terest from some members of the public, and wishing to increase public 
participation, the Planning Board is happy to share the link to this folder 
to those who are interested. 


No subdivision applications were brought before the Planning Board this 
year. 


The Planning Board would like to thank former member Cris Green for 
her time on the Board. After her departure, the Board welcomed alternate 
Craig Veasey to complete the remainder of Cris’s term. The Board would 
also like to thank former Ex Officio Maria Weick for her time serving with 
the Board. After her departure, the Board welcomed Mike Woodard to fill 
this position. The Planning Board is also pleased to welcome Shawn Rus- 
sell as an alternate member. Any other resident interested in participating 
is encouraged to attend a Planning Board meeting; the Board continues to 
seek additional alternate members.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT REPORT 


2016, unfortunately, saw a breakdown in the working relationship between 
Dorchester's Emergency Management Director and the Select Board. 
During my three years as EMD and Deputy EMD, I have always relied on 
and valued the support of our selectmen. That changed during this past 
year. 


In the fall, the Emergency Operations Center was moved from the Dorches- 
ter Town Office to the kitchen at Town Hall. My opinion as EMD was never 
asked for and I was not given the opportunity as a public official to offer my 
input on the matter. For the record, I oppose the move. All emergency op- 
erations protocols outline that emergency personnel directing a response 
in time of crisis should operate in a separate facility away from areas of high 
activity and people. In a true emergency, with Town Hall as the designated 
gathering place for residents needing aid, the Town Hall kitchen will be a 
frenzy of people and activity unacceptably distracting to those attempting 
to formulate a prompt and ongoing response to the emergency. Also, Town 
Hall does not have the equipment for outside contact that is available at the 
Town Office. Moving the EOC to Town Hall cost the taxpayers $1300 and 
jeopardizes the quality of emergency management response in the event 
of a crisis. 


As most of you know, there was a forest fire on Province Road in April of 
2016. Although the fire was in Dorchester, there was no emergency access 
from Rt.118 because the bridge was out. We had several town residents at 
their camps that were trapped for a time during the event. Luckily, they 
were able to get out without incident. The resolution to alleviating this 
dangerous situation is to have the bridge replaced. The Bridge Committee 
that was formed has met, but no further action has been taken regarding 
the bridge replacement. Shortly after the fire, I was able to meet with the 
State Fire Marshall, William Dugan, in Concord, and the conversation was 
simple. The Town has an obligation to replace the bridge for the safety of 
the property owners on the other side of the Baker River who pay tax to 
the Town. Province Road is a Class V roadway and should be equally main- 
tained for public use and access. 


Until this last year, there had always been communication and a plan in 
place for cooperation between the Highway Department and Emergen- 
cy Management that would insure the successful implementation of the 
Town's Emergency Operation Plan. Although I have asked the Select Board 
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to facilitate such a plan I have not had a reply. In fact, when I made that re- 
quest at the August BOS meeting I was laughed at and mocked. The Board 
has also not asked me to familiarize them with the 150-page Hazard Miti- 
gation Plan or the 180-page Emergency Operations Plan and their role as 
specified in those plans. I hope that will change in 2017. In case you didn't 
know, these Plans, to be updated every five years, are required by FEMA in 
order for Dorchester to receive federal monies in an emergency. 


In closing, I want to thank all of the residents who have supported me and 
understand that the work I have done as EMD is both a challenging and 
rewarding experience. During the last year I have worked alone without a 
Deputy EMD. Anyone interested, please contact me! Please note that the 
EM positions do not provide monetary compensation. The big reward is 
knowing youre helping to set the stage for us as a Town to be prepared to 
handle whatever emergency may arise. I hope to continue as your EMD in 
the coming year. Thanks for the privilege of serving.

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D ACRES OF NEW HAMPSHIRE ANNUAL REPORT 
2016: YEAR OF PERPETUATING AND EVOLVING 
OUR CULTURE 


WOW! Sometimes it is hard to imagine that we are on the verge of our 
20th Year of operations at D Acres. Since 1997 D Acres has forged a model 
of farming that serves community. The past two decades have been full 
of surprises and challenges as the design of the organization has evolved. 
Throughout this journey our quest has been to provide an example by cre- 
ating a livelihood through cooperative farming. Our mission is to improve 
the human relationship with the rural landscape through farm-based re- 
search, education and demonstration of sustainable farming, cooperative 
community and healthy living. 


Before we look ahead it is important to celebrate the tremendous year 
of 2016. First, the organization recognizes the substantial effect Dunstan 
Smith's residency offered the community. His stewardship as gardener and 
cook provided the basis for a fantastic growing season. Despite the drought 
conditions, the gardens provided our largest harvests to date and the root 
cellar is bursting with food to share at community events. Dunstan also 
initiated the D Acres Supper Club, a monthly food event that featured up 
to ten courses of seasonal cuisine prepared in 5 star fashion. The response 
from attendees, who recognized the quality and freshness of the ingredi- 
ents, signaled the success of this model. This legitimate “Table on Farm” 
cuisine provided another opportunity for D Acres to demonstrate a model 
for farm viability. 


Additionally, in 2016 D Acres successfully partnered with Canaan Ele- 
mentary School. We participated in programs at CES with the goal of sup- 
porting environmental education on campus. We worked to enhance and 
stimulate gardening, composting and recycling within the institution. We 
intend to expand support into other area schools in hopes that we will ha- 
bitualize these behaviors and build skills for our future citizens. 


Another program that we have planned for many years is coming to fru- 
ition. The cooperative grain purchasing system has the infrastructure we 
have been waiting for through the November installation of the silo, we 
can now order bulk organic grain. The lower cost of bulk buying will assist 
small farmers and backyard flocks to expand by increasing the economic 
viability of poultry in the Pemi-Baker region. 
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Twenty years of work has created a tremendous portfolio of onsite infra- 
structures and community outreach programs characterized by innova- 
tion. D Acres has initiated programs such as Local Foods Plymouth, the 
Pemi-Baker Local Goods Guide, NH Permaculture Day and the com- 
prehensive book “The Community-Scale Permaculture Farm” published 
by Chelsea Green. The gardens and orchards encompass over 5 acres 
with hundreds of fruit, nut, and medicinal perennials creating one of the 
most renowned forest gardens in North America. The creation of fertili- 
ty through a partnership with pigs has yielded a viable demonstration of 
no-till gardening which has yielded international recognition. In addition 
we have constructed the Summer Kitchen, Metal Shop, Greenhouse/Ani- 
mal Combo, added ponds and enhanced wetlands on the property. Onsite 
we have created a Multiplex Community Building, renovated the existing 
farmhouse and original structures, as well as created housing options for 
onsite residents ranging from treehouses to tiny houses. Our forest trail 
system combines natural history and recreational opportunities for all ages 
and abilities. During the 20 years we have hosted nearly 1000 onsite res- 
idents who have contributed as active learners and participants. We have 
also recorded tens of thousands of visitors, volunteer hours and tours. Our 
internet outreach has attracted over 7,500 facebook fans and over 600,000 
views on YouTube. 


This assemblage of accomplishments is the result of a collective effort. We 
are walking the talk in our work to create rural culture that exists in har- 
mony with nature. This process of creating an ecologically designed society 
has required sweat, generosity, love, and tears. The tears emanate from the 
profound emotional commitment and passion for this project as well as the 
gravity of the future for our culture. Worldwide recognition of socioeco- 
nomic disparity and environmental destruction has heightened the urgen- 
cy and stimulated sadness and frustration but also provides an opportunity 
to work towards solutions with shared joy and hope.

The Mission of D Acres is to improve the human relationship with the ru- 
ral New England landscape through farm-based research, education, and 


demonstration of sustainable farming, cooperative community, and healthy 
living. 
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2017 is the Year of Refining the Vision for the Next Twenty (1997-2017+) 
While twenty years is a symbolic number, it is a great opportunity to cele- 
brate and reflect on the past and chart a course for the future. 


We are enthused to continue the evolution at the farm. Plans for the next 
twenty years include infrastructures such as an ice house and a living ma- 
chine. The living machine will purify water from the sinks and showers of 
the Community Building. The ice house provides an opportunity to com- 
bine traditional technology with a modern twist creating a refrigerated 
space in our root cellar during the summer months. 


We will also be refining our maple syrup operations by upgrading our 
equipment and facilities. To stimulate local food production we will be 
purchasing seed cleaning equipment to save seeds for consumption and fu- 
ture planting. Equipment of this caliber is unattainable by individual small 
farmers but can be utilized cooperatively to increase the food resilience in 
our region. This infrastructure will build upon the remarkable collection 
of technologies which serve as experimentations and demonstrations for 
onsite visitors and residents. 


Another facet for creating sustainability at D Acres is the design and imple- 
mentation of a shared housing model. Staff and resident housing needs to 
be improved beyond our current structures. While treehouses will always 
be an option for some, we are seeking to provide housing that is multi-gen- 
erational and comfortable through the winter months. Over the next five 
years we will be creating a residential campus which will be designed to 
meet these needs. We hope that these improvements will strengthen our 
capacity to retain staff and build long term organizational continuity. 


With the solid foundation of twenty years as a community service and ed- 
ucational farm, the next twenty will provide a tremendous opportunity at 
D Acres. Through persistence and a practical step by step approach, we 
are reaching our goals as an organization. While we are proud of what has 
been accomplished thus far, we realize that the road ahead will continue to 
be challenging. Our community network provides both the basis of opera- 
tions as well as the motivation and inspiration to continue the hard work. 
This reciprocal relationship is the glue that binds this place based operation 
feeding community far into the future. 


We value your support whether through visits, volunteered time or mon- 
etary donations. Together we are creating a community farm, rich with 
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innovation and creativity. Today we are forging a model for farm-based 
community for the future. Thanks for being a part of this collective effort, 
your contribution is sincerely appreciated.
